WANT FULL-TIME CHIEF 

“Past commissioners have sug- 
gested that a full-time chief execu- 
tive be employed,” Duncan added. 
“The present proposal would sim- 
plify the management of the coun- 
ty, it would promote economy and 
efficiency. provide a better meth- 
od of rendering service without fa- 
voritism and regard to political in- 
fluence, and citizens could better 
handle their business with the 
county,” he pointed out, 

According to the bill, a county 
executive would appoint county 
employes, subject to civil service 
rules. He would also appoint all 
department heads, who are not 
elected, with the exception of the 
county attorney, his assistants ar i 
the clefk of the commission. 

He would conduct, supervise and 
manage all county affairs, subject 
to general law and commission 
rules. A manager also would han- 
dle the money of the county, with 
the authority to administer the 
yearly budget, to report to the 
board requests for appropriations 
and to act as “ex officio purchas- 
ing agent.” 

Commissioner Ed Almand sig- 
gested that a referendum be held 
before the commissioners acted on 
Brown's resolution. 


The board, however, agreed that 
the need for a county manager was 
evident to the public, but post- 
poned action. 

After a request by the Lake-

Mexican Foreign Minister Eze- 
quiel Padilla, chairman of the con- 
ference, told the Associated Press 
that if any of the delegates wish- 
ed to fight on Argentina’s behalf, 
the “conference is prepared” to go 
into.a detailed exposition of what 
the Argentine government has 
done.

Bill Is Offered 
To Complete 
GrayMemorial 


Revival of Project 
At Stone Mountain 
Urged by Hartsfield 


By HERMAN HANCOCK, 


Revival of the 25-year-old Stone 
Mountain Memorial to the Confed- 
eracy and its heroes is proposed in 
legislation offered to the Georgia 
assembmly by the Fulton and De- 
Kalb delegations. 

Proposing creation of the Stone 
Mountain Confederate Memorial 
Authority, the new move, present- 
ed to both the house and the sen- 
ate yesterday, would empower the 
Governor to appoint an authority 
of five members to issue $5,000,000 
worth of revenue certificates to 
complete the memorial on the 
scarp of Stone mountain—said to 
be the largest single piece of gran- 
ite on the earth’s surface. 

WITH AUTHORITY 

Commission members would 
have authority to purchase the 
mountain, and to acquire by pur- 
chase, lease or otherwise, property 
within a two-mile radius of the 
mountains 

The project, under the plan, 
would be self-liquidating, and all 
obligations would be amortized 
from receipts paid by visitors to 
the memorial, and from concession 
rights, which the commission 
would control. 

Stone mountain is about 18 
miles northeast. of Atlanta, and 
more than 20 years ago the Stone 
Mountain Memorial Association 
raised approximately $2,000,000 
for the carving of a heroic memo- 
rial to Generals Lee, Jackson and 
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others. Disag: eements forced aban- 
donment of the pro after funds 
had been exha ° 


The carving still at- 
tracts thousands of visitors each 
year, and proponents of the new 
move assert that a completed me- 
morial such as was at first plan- 
ned, would be a national park and 
would be a mecca for tourists. 


Characterizing Stone mountain 
as the most impressive and ade- 
quate southern site for construc- 
tion of a lasting memorial to the 
Confederacy, Mayor Hartsfield 
hailed the new movement as one 
which can command tne respect 
and the patriotic support of every 
southerner. 


“DEBT OF HONOR” 


He asserted that construction of 
the memorial is “a debt of honor 
which is owed to hundreds of vet- 
erans long since dead, to hundreds 
of thousands of school children 
who contributed their dimes, and 
to thousands of others who gave 
substantially to the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial Association a quar- 
ter of a century ago for erection 
of the memorial.” 

“We owe it to scores of veterans 
who gave their last cent to the 

emorial, and who died believing 

rmly that the memorial would 
be built,” Hartsfield said. “It is a 
debt of honor which we of the 
south can not afford to neglect, if 
we are to maintain our own self- 
respect. 

“The time to do something is 
now, we should discard wishful 
thinking and overcome any inertia 
and proceed.

The continuing manifestations of public 
approval of War Mobilization Director 
Jimmy Byrnes’ midnight curfew bear out 
a contention which this paper has held all 
along. 

The administration is behind—far, far 
behind—the general public in its realiza- 
tion of the need for a more stringent home- 
front war effort and its readiness to accept 
whatever restrictions are necessary to the 
mobilization for total war. ; 


Moreover, from the inexcusable delay 
which is hamstringing efforts to enact an 
effective work-or-fight bill, it is apparent 
that congress is lagging even further be- 
hind public sentiment than is the admin- 
istration. 

There has been, outside the indignant 
lamentations of professional gamblers and 


tip-sheet publishers, no real objection to 
the Byrnes ban on racing. 


There has been, other than the outraged 
squawks of a commendably small minority 
of night club operators, no genuine oppo- 
sition to the order that all places of enter- 
tainment close their doors at midnight.

The state senate, by a vote of 20 to 16, 
yesterday placed Sen. Spence Grayson’s

Sen. Grayson’s amendment merely re- 
states the legislature’s right to provide 
home rule, a right it has had all along. 
But it is more honest than the house ver- 
sion in that it frankly declares that it does 


not provide mandatory home rule, while 
the house subterfuge sought to misrepre- 
sent and confuse. 


For our part, we hope the joint com- 
mittee which works out the differences 
will go along with the Grayson variety. 
It will make for a clear-cut issue on the 
ratification or rejection of the new consti- 
tution as well as in the 1946 gubernatorial 
campaign.

Some of 
those arrested were even then out on bail. 


“It is,” in other words, “the same old 
story: Professional criminals with long 


records who always seem to be able to get 
free to continue their work.” 


In many respects, it is really remark- 
able that our law officers have the heart 
to continue to do as good a job as they do, 
considering the fact that all too often their 
efforts are for naught. Georgia’s lagging 
judicial system makes for enough delay at 
best, but when habitual criminals are re- 
leased under ridiculously low bonds to 
continue their depredations, it does seem 
that even the most able police department 
is manifestly unable to make any real in- 
roads into crime.

Thoughts on the 
Crimea Conference 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route

Sharing the universal relief that the Crimea conference resulted 
in strengthening relations between the Big Three on which the 
future peace depends, we must also admit that our problems are 
not over, but are, in fact, only beginning. 


The agreement does not clear up the future of Germany. We 
still do not know whether there will be a single German state or 
several. The agreement actually covers only measures to be taken 
during the occupation—total disarmament, break-up of the German 
general staff, bringing all war criminals to “just and swift punish- 
ment,” wiping out all Nazi laws and institutions and purging of 
Nazi and militarist influence all political, economic and cultural 
institutions and exacting reparations in kind. 


Under these terms the union of German officers in Moscow is 
by-passed. Von Seydlitz and Paulus have been calling for a 
“strong democratic Germany with a reorganized democratic army 
to protect the country against a revival of Nazism.” This is in- 
compatible with total and permanent disarmament, and one is led 
to wonder whether Stalin did not organize it as a weapon to hold 
over the heads of the western allies. 


But total disarmament will be all but impossible without a 
collaborating German government. The Nazis have certainly pro- 
vided hiding places for weapons and ammunition and their tactics 
will be to keep up continual ferment with a view to fostering 
divisions between the Allies during the occupation. 

The question of what constitutes a war crimi- 


more Dilticult 3a0 S"Sied intiuence’ will be much harder 
to agree on than it seems at first glance. And there is already 
considerable divergence of view on what constitutes “just and 
swift” punishment. One misses in the Crimea text definitions of 
anything. If purposes are at variance, definitions of “Nazism” and 
“war criminal” will also vary. In fact, the commission or war 
crimes, in London, in which, I believe, the Russians are not even 
represented, has all but broken up over this matter of definition. 


If reports from Romania are correct, the Russians have held 
every German-speaking Romanian citizen as a Nazi, and have de- 
ported them to the Soviet Union. The Soviet press is conducting 
a campaign against the Romanian peasant leader, Maniu, calling 
him “Fascist,” which can only mean that every concept differing 
from that of the Russian occupying authorities is branded “Fas- 
cist’”—as American liberals are branded “Communist.” Again, if 
reports are correct, Polish underground members, who have fought 
the Germans throughout the war, are being prosecuted by the 
Lublin government as “Fascists.” (And Mr. Churchill prosecutes 
ELAS Greeks as “Trotskyists.’’) 

Reports from Aachen indicate that American authorities are 
completely at loss. Saturday’s press carried an interview granted 
by Lt. Col. Joseph L. Canby, of the Seventh Army, to correspond- 
ents. He announced the intention of our occupying authorities to 
throw out of office all burgomasters in towns of over 100,000 popu- 
lation, along with Nazis who were members of the party prior 
to 1933. By implication later Nazis are all right. 


The case of one Otto Meyer as reported by 
Meyer Case Sydney Gruson in the New York Times is re- 
vealing. Meyer, claiming to be pro-American and anti-Nazi, was 
accepted by our authorities and used for secret missions, receiving 
a pass to move freely within the occupied area. Denunciations of 
other Germans forced our authorities to open a trial. Men ap- 
peared who had been thrown into concentration camps by Meyer, 
and it was revealed that he had been the local Nazi leader since 
1928, had headed a gang of thugs and murderers who terrorized 
the whole area, and that under Hitler’s rule he had become a mil- 
lionaire through party connections. But what was the charge against 
him? Merely that he had misinformed the Americans. For that 
he was sentenced to ten years in jail and 10,000 marks fine. 


Now, if this is going to be our interpretation of Nazi crimes, 
then all the Nazi criminals will move into the area occupied by 
Americans. What we have actually done to this Nazi criminal is 
save his life from the wrath of the Germans he has tortured. 


Throughout the Aachen area minor officials are still Nazis and 
upper officials are opportunists, according to other reporters from 
the area. Nowhere have we bestowed office upon men with a clean 
anti-Nazi record, as indicated, for instance, by a concentration camp 
career, 

No understandable definitions can be made until it is clear what 
the Allies, separately or together, are working for as an ultimate 
German solution. 

It is my belief that the Russians, in occupying their part of 
Germany, will know what they are working for, while the western 
allies will be extremely vague about it. In a future column I would 
like to suggest how this divergence is likely to work out.

Margarine vs. Butter 
In Nutritional Value 


We of the south have for long been vitally 
interested in the various features in respect to 
oleomargarine, as a substitute for butter as a 


spread for bread. Most margarige contains cottonseed oil, a south- 


ern product. 

A great many dairy states, notably Wisconsin, have imposed 
heavy sales taxes on margarine, in effort to protect the market 
for their butter product, and the strong dairy lobby at Washington 
has succeeded in securing national legislation further handicapping 
margarine. The unfairness of these laws has been protested time 
and again. 

Now, with war’s demands creating a shortage in butter, with 
the price, both in cash and ration points, high for that product, 
more margarine is being used. It is appearing on tables which 
never saw it before and in thousands of homes families are dis- 
covering, to their delight, that margarine is a truly palatable and 
desirable food. In fact, they are discovering that it is extremely 
difficult to tell any difference between the two products. Good 


' margarine, properly prepared, is indistinguishable from most butter. 


It is, as a matter of fact, much better to the taste than some butter. 

Housewives, however, must frequently ask themselves whether 
margarine is the equal of butter in nutritional value. How does 
it compare on the all-important question of vitamin content? Is 
it as good a food, for the health of the family, as good creamery 
butter? | 

And so, having read an article on this subject in the February 
issue of “Georgia’s Health,” the little monthly folder put out by 
the Georgia Department of Public Health, it might be of value and 
interest to quote that article sufficiently to answer some of the 
pertinent questions. 


. 4’ Says that article: “Butter is made from milk or 
Fat Content cream or both and contains not less than 80 
per cent, by weight, of milk fat. Oleomargarine is made from 
either animal or vegetable oils or a combination of the two. These 
fats are mixed with milk, cream, skim milk or dried milk and 
water (skim milk is most commonly used) and the finished product 
also must contain not less than 80 per cent fat. The differences 
in the products then depend upon the type of fat used rather than 
the fat content. Cottonseed, soybean, and linseed oils and tallow 
are the fats most commonly used in making margarines today. 

“Examination of the vitamin content of these two food products 
is revealing. Butter is a rich source of vitamin A and also sup- 
plies some vitamin D. When oleomargarine was first manufactured 
it contained no vitamin A. Now, however, about 85 per cent of all 
oleomargarine is fortified so that the vitamin A content equals that 
of high-grade butter. If fish liver oils are used to supply the vita- 
min A, then the oleomargine may also carry significant amounts of 
vitamin D, since fish oils are a rich source of the latter vitamin. 
Butter contains practically no vitamin E. However, the oil from 
seeds is a rich source of vitamin E and properly prepared should 
carry appreciable amounts of this vitamin. 

“There seems no significant difference in the digestibility of 
butter and oleomargarine. 

“An impartial comparison of the respective merits of both butter 
and oleomargarine reveals that nothing at present indicates that 
the use of fortified margarine in place of butter would lead to 
nutritional difficulties. Either butter or margarine may contain 
certain nutritional factors not yet fully identified, but this remains 


to be determined.” 

2 : Thus the decision seems to be that there 
Depends on Quality is no difference, nutritionally, between 
good butter and good margarine. There is, we all know, a great 
difference in cost and in ration point value, in favor of the mar- 
garine. And those who have tried it know there is so little differ- 
ence in taste and general palatability that sometimes one can’t be 
sure which one is eating.” 

Of course, there are vast differences in quality among but- 
ters. Even if it makes some of my good friends who are proud 
of the butter they make on their farms mad, it must be stated that 
commercially manufactured creamery butter is, on the average, a 
vastly better product than the dairy butter made in farm homes. 

Good butter and good margarine are both excellent and de 
lightful foods. 

And, with butter growing scarcer, we can be deeply thankful 
that there is, as yet, plenty of margarine available. I like it.

WASHINGTON. — Recent dispatches from 
abroad have revealed that Gen. De Gaulle rudely 
declined an invitation to meet with President 
Roosevelt somewhere in the Mediterranean following the Big Three 
conferences in the Crimea. 

De Gaulle, who is head of the new French government by suf- 
ferance of the Allies, is said to have declined the President’s invi- 
tation out of pique over his failure to be invited to take part in 
the Yalta meeting. He is reported to blame Mr. Roosevelt for his 
absence at Yalta. ) 

Some of those who accompanied the President to the Crimea, 
however, have brought back a different story. It was not Mr. 
Roosevelt or Prime Minister Churchill who turned thumbs down 
on De Gaulle’s attendance, they say, but Marshal Stalin, the host 
of the conference. 

Naturally the Marshal-Premier was consulted in advance about 
all of the details of the conference, who would be invited: to attend, 
etc. He is said to have made a blunt rejection of suggestions that 
the French general be invited, and in doing so gave what appear 
to be very sound reasons.

. Importance 
Of India 


(Editor’s Note: No Westbrook 
Pegler column is available for 
publication today.) 


Twice during the past week I 
have ken at meetings in honor 
of visiting prominent Indians and 
twice I have been again impressed 
by the evidences of the rebirth of 
India and the whole of the Orient. 

One meeting was held in Wash- 
ington on India’s Independence 
Day in honor of Mrs. Pandit, the 
sister of Jewelaral Nehru, the 
great Indian leader, and, the other 
was held in New York to honor 
the nine distinguished Indian sci- 
entists who have spent the past 
three months in this country. 
They came hése to better relations 
between this nation and India, and 
to study new American inventions 
and scientific discoveries which 
may be of great use to the future 
of India, 

Shortly after they return, two 
other missions, one industrial and 
one agricultural, will visit the 
United States. 

These visits are both interesting 
and important for a great many 
reasons,. not the least of which 
lies in the significance of the fact 
that India, like China, turns more 
and more to this country for un- 
derstanding, sympathy and help. 

They are important, too, for 
they bring Indians and Ameri- 
cans more closely together and 
help to destroy the popular idea 
that Indians (or Chinese for that 
matter) belong to a strange an! 
exotic world different from our 
own, and that Indians or Ameri- 
cans cannot understand each other. 

All this is the purest nonsense 
as any American familiar with 
India or China well knows. 

Our national education, in all 
its , is a long way from per- 
fect and one of the greatest of its 
defects has been the failure to 
instruct Americans properly re- 
garding the world and in particu- 
lar the Orient. What Americans at 
the high school level know about 
the history of India or China—or 


*‘'of the realities of these countries 


in our times is virtually nothing, 
and a great deal of it, as Mark 
Twain once said, “aint so.” 

Those who have gone through 
a university know very little more 
‘unless they have specialized in 
Oriental languages or history. 

From the point of view of world 
education and real understanding 
of world problems through the 
light of history, we have received 
and still receive a very lop-sided 
instruction. 

Added to this have been all the 
falsities and misapprehensions 
concerning India and the Indian 
people that have found their way 
intg the American consciousness 
through popular reading, all the 
way from the romanticism of 
Kipling through the lurid stories 
of Sunday supplements to the 
biased, distorted pages of “moth- 
er India.” Kipling himself was 
responsible for that false and 
cheap cqyplet—‘East is east and 
west is west, and never the twain 
shall meet.” In those two lines 
there is probably a world’s rec- 
ord. for concentration. of. rubbish. 

The need for a better educa- 
tion, for better understanding, for 
greater sympathy between this 
country and the Far East become 
more apparent every day. We live 
in a changing world, in one of 
those chaotic epochs, like the de- 
cline of the Roman Empire or the 
1end of feudalism from which vast 
changes and vast human. progress 
emerge. The future of Europe out- 
side Russia is dark indeed. The 
future of empires and all the old 
political philosophy of empires is 
tottering. In this shrunken and 
constantly shrinking world, the 
power, the domination, is certain 
to lie, not with small nations, 
powerful and rich because they 
exploit other peoples and nations 
in vast scattered empires, but 
with the great self-contained na- 
tions which ssess huge natural 
resources a vast manpower for 
agriculture, industry and if neces- 
sary for armies. 

It seems clear that the great 
changes and the vast shifts of 
power in the next century or two 
will: not occur in Europe or even 
in Christendom but in the. east 
and in Russia. ayy 

There is a tremendous stirring 
and wakening in Russia, in China, 
in India. As a people we should 
know as much as possible about 
these nations and their people, 
and if possible participate sym- 
pathetically in the great changes 


the earth. It is to our advan- 
tage and that of the whole world 
to understand them, 

In this changing world, old val- 
tes and standards are dying and 
being cast aside. 3 

I think today that if you asked 
the question, “What moral or 
legal right have the British to be 
in India?” The answer you would 
get from most people, even in 
England, would be, “None what- 
ever.” In that mere speculation 
there is immense significance.

IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS. 
It is tropical where we are now, 
wonderfully tropical. 


It looks tropical, and best of 
all, it feels tropical. Just now is 
the good season, and it is like the 
pleasantest part of summer at 
home. 


But it is hotter than you think. 
and you change your whole ap- 
proach to the weather here. 


You get from the Navy a long- 
billed “baseball” cap to shield 
your eyes from the sun. Your 
elothes closet has an electric light 
burning constantly in it, to keep 
it dry so your clothes wouldn't 
mold. You change your leather 
wrist-watch strap to a canvas one. 
for a leather one would mold on 
your arm. 


You put on heavy, high-topped 
shoes again, for it still rains some 
and the red mud is sloppy. And 
instead of light socks for coolness 
as you'd think, you put on heavy 
socks to help cushion your feet 
In the big shoes, and to absorb the 
moisture, 


Officers wear their . sun-glass 
cases hooked to their belts. Ties 
are unknown. There is no glass 
in the windows, Wide slanting 
eves jut out far beyond the win- 
dows in all the permanent bar- 
racks buildings, for when it rains 
here it really pours. 

And as someone said, it rains 
“horizontally” here. In the few 
showers since we arrived, I’ve 
seen that the rain does come at 
quite an angle.

Lt. Cmdr. Max Miller and TI 
are staying briefly in a room of 
a bachelor officers’ quarters—or 
boq.

Awards to two more Atlantans, 
one of whom is a prisoner, and 
ons killed in action, have been 
presented to members of their 
families here. 

Mrs. Harry S. LaSalle Jr., of 
169 Woodlawn, Decatur, has been 
presented the Air Medal with a 
silver oak leaf cluster awarded to 
her husband, Lt. Harry S. LaSalle 
Jr., who is a prisoner of war of 
Germany. 

The medals were presented Feb. 
8 by Col. Allison J. Holifield, 
commanding officer of the Atlanta 
Army Air Base, at his office, as- 
sisted by Lt. McCarty. 

Lt. LaSalle, who was navigator 
of a B-17, was shot down last 
March over Austria on his thirty- 
seventh mission. He entered the 
Air Corps in December, 1941, and 
was sent overseas in December, 
1943, where he was a member of 
the 15th Air Force. 

Pfc. James H. Kirby, of Atlanta, 
has been awarded the Bronze Star 
posthumously for heroic achieve- 
ment in action on Oct. 1, 1944, 
which resulted in his death. 

Serving with an infantry regi- 
ment on the Fifth Army front in 
Italy, Pfc. Kirby was a member 
of a combat patrol with the mis- 
sion of clearing three houses of 
enemy soldiers. When the enemy 
opened fire, Kirby covered the 
withdrawal of his comrades and 
when the last man had with- 
drawn, he himself attempted to 
seek cover, and was fatally 
wounded.

Frick and Harridge con- 
ceded that “there still are man- 
power problems because nobody 
knows the answer to that.” But 
they believed they “will be able 
to get along all right.” They felt 
the major leagues could get along 
with a minimum of 300 men if nec- 
essary. 

Frick told the United Press that 
he and Harridge volunteered to 
cancel the All-Star major league 
game scheduled for Fenway Park, 
Boston, July 9. It will be the first 
time the annual mid-season clas- 
sic has not been played. since the 
+ 96g game was originated in 

Frick and Harridge also agreed 
to the following four measures to 
cut down on baseball travel: 

1. There will be no exhibition 
games during the regular season. 
Major league teams, however, 
may play exhibitions at Army and 
Navy establishments provided the 
me provides transportation. 

. Preseason training will be 
held at or near a team’s home 
city. Frick said this arrangement 
does not disturb ‘the present 
spring training sites of the 16 ma- 
jor league teams. Spring exhibi- 
tion games will be permitted at 
the training sites, but two teams 
may not go to a third city for a 
spring exhibition. For example, 
the Washington Senators and Bos- 
ton Braves, who will train here, 
would not be able to play an ex- 
hibition in Baltimore. 

3. Teams will reduce to a min- 
imum the number of men on trips. 
And all clubs will re-examine 
their schedules and make such 
further transportation savings as 
are ble. Frick said, for ex- 
ample, that teams would take 
re aad than the full roster of 25 
es on short trips. The num- 

r will depend on whether dou- 
ble-headers are to be played and 
other contingencies. The full 
squad of 25 men probably will be 
taken on long trips. 

The systems of three intersec- 
tional trips will be continued, but 
some short hauls may be eliminat- 


For example, if the present 1945 
schedule calls for the Washington 
Senators to play a three-game se- 
ries with the Athletics at Phila- 
delphia one week and another 
three-game series or two or three 
weeks later, the schedule may be 
reshuffled to permit the six games 
to be play on one trip. Frick and 
Harridge said they would send 
letters to their respective league 
teams, leaving up to each team 
the question of rescheduling short- 
trip series.
